terial become for making almost per­ 
fect roadways that it is shipped from 
W ilbur to various places down the 
river fur roud-makiug purposes at a 
cost, when laid upon the road bod, of 
about three dollars per ton. 
Here, 
where it can be obtained for nothing 
except the cost of digging and cart 
iug, it is not used to any extent ; 
is t u t lint at all except on private 
roads. 
Now that we are a city and 
the question of paving the streets will 
Boon be agitated, it behooves us t* 
cast about for the best method of 
making good work at the least cost.
